Improvement Expensive 


The total cost of the improve- 


i roent was $386,000.00. It consisted 
1 of the construction of a new station 
building, tog-other with the instaJa- 
tion of a. new pump, three new aid 
compressors, and three r.ew boilers, 
together with the 
necessary aux- 


iliary equipment. 
It also included 


the construction of a new 1,500,000 
g-aUon reservoir and the repair of 
che existing reservoir, so that, in - 
eluding suction wells, we have a 
storage capacity of 3,000,000 gal- 
lons. 
Th« ten wells from which 


Madison receives its "water supply 
a.re 
now 
equipped with- air lift 


pumps, and tho distribution system 
has boon reinforced . with several 
miles of feeder mains. 


Th-e improved equipment in the 


r.ew plant has resulted in ^material 
increase in operating efficiency, so 
that it has 'been necessary to in- 
crease the rates only 35 per cent 
since 1914, although 
the cost of 


coal and other material and sup- 
plies as 
w-ell as 
wages has in- 


creased 
over 
GO p^rr 
cant. The 


water department will return to the 
general city fund as profit for the 
year, over S50,COO.O-0, which is about 
a 4 per cent return on the total 
valuation of tho utUrty.

The new station .building is 'of 


reinforced concrete and brick and 
is of amipk size to house all ma- 
chinery and boiiors for waterworks 
pumping for the next 15 years. The

8.000,000 gallons. Th* three com- 
pressors have a total capacity of 
about 4,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute, about half of which is suf- 
ficient to pump all ten wells to ca- 
pacity.

Output is Tripled 


In 1914 it was extremely 
diffi- 


cult to obtain two and one qfuarter 
millions of gallons of water a day 
from ten wells. These wells were 
at that time pumped either by direct 
suction or by motor driven deep 
well pumps. -With the present air 
lift pnmiping 
equipment, we have 


•boon able to more than triple th« 
quantity of water obtained, getting- 
under test last summer, about seven 
and-one half-million gallons a day. 
This' quantity is aibonit twice tho 
average puinpage last season, so 
that it can be said that the ton 
wells, which seemed inadequate in 
1914, will furnish-an" ample supply 
of water until at least 1924. 


The operating expense for 1910 


amounted to $110,000.00 and oper- 
ating revenues amounted to $160,- 
000.00,' making the balance turned 
over to the general fund .of Madi 
son $50,009.00, as stated above. In 
addition to this, there was spen

Equipment Duplicated 
- 


One of the main features in the 


new waterworks improvement is tne 
duplication of equipment. Any two 
of the three 
compressors are of 


ample capacity to carry the deep 
well -pumping load so that we al- 
ways have a reserve 
unit. The 


installation of three 
boilers also 


provides a reserve unit. Two res- 
ervoirs and two discharge headers 
are also provided so that a failure 
of either of these units .-would not 
render a shut down necessary- 


Bids are now being received on a 


new 8,000,000 gallon pump, so that 
an adequate high service reserve 
unit may be a-vailable. 


The installation of reserve-equip- 


ment not only 
insures continuous 


otreration, but also increases ma- 
terially the ability of the water de- 
partment to furnish fire protection. 


1 In addition to furnishing an ample 
supply of water 
at all' times for 


dom-estic service, we can furnish a 
sufficient quantity of water to sup- 
ply 18 fire streams continuously, 
or 30 for a ten'-hoirr period. 


In addition to the assuring; of a 


sufficient quantity of watei^at ample 
pressure for both domesti<riand fire 
uses/ we -have arranged with E. A. 
Babcock of the • health department 
to run weekly bacteriological tests. 
These tests have been made -regu- 
larly for two years and the results 
show a uniformly satisfactory water. 


The Madison water works may 


well be proud of the fact that it 
is fully metered, in fact 99.7 per 
cent of all 
services are m«tered. 


The 35 unmietered services furnish 
buildings which are not heated- con- 
tinuously, so that meters cannot b« 
maintained as they are damaged bj 
frost action. 
The year 1919 marked the pass- 


ing out of service of 
the water 


tower, which has stood as a monu- 
ment on E. Washinitrtoii ave. for 
'nearly 30 years. 
The tower has 


been rendered obsolete by the use 
rf air chambers at the, pumping 
station. . It is hoped that the tower 
can be removed during the coming 
season. 
The district east of the Yahara 


river up to 1919 has depended for

If 'a doctor's attention, or that of a 
mirse is required, and the patients 
are unable to pay, the organization 
secures' free services ,and if later 
they can pay for them, they are en- 
couraged to' do so.
